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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: although the prior art 
teaches component "A" polymers as claimed with fatty acids of various types, the 
claimed combination with hydroxy functional fatty acids reacted with anhydrides is not 
taught. The reaction of modified fatty acids of this type is known in the prior art reacted 
with carboxylic acid polymers, but only with other crosslinkers such as isocyanates, 
which result in cured high molecular weight polymers. The combination of reactants in 
applicant's claims producing polymers with the characteristics required is neither taught 
nor rendered prima facie obvious from the closest prior art as cited. Applicant's claims 
are, therefore, both novel and unobvious over the closest prior art as cited.
